Robinson’s speech was the Roose- 
velt administration’s reply to 
Smith’s address at the Liberty 
League dinner Saturday night. 


Text of Statement. 

Smith’s statement, issued at his 
office in the Empire State Build- 
ing, follows: 

“Poor Joe—I am sorry for him. 
They put him on a tough spot. He 
did the best he knew how but it 
was no answer. As I said in my 
speech, at the Liberty League din- 
ner, there is only one man who 
should try to answer me. 

“No, I won't make any reply to 
what Senator Robinson said, but I 
will say a few words about my old 
friend Joe. I was an Unhappy 
Warrior, to hear him read off his 
speech over which he stumbled so 
that I felt sure it was canned and 
did not come from the heart of the 
Joe Robinson that I have known. 

“Its purpose was to becloud the 
issue and while I won't reply to 
him I want the issue kept clear. 
Of course, I said I was for farm 
relief—I still am. In my Omaha 
speech in 1928, I proposed a con- 
stitutional and effective method. 
That doesn’t keep the American 
people from rising up to protest 
against a silly and unconstitutional 
plan. 

“Of course I said that in wartimes, 
we wrapped up the Constitution and 
went under wartime powers. That 
doesn’t keep the American people 
from demanding obedience to the 
Constitution in times of peace. 

As to Public Works. 

“Of course I said that I thought 
there should be a dictator of Fed- 
eral public works with full power. 
Federal public works are the proper 
concern of the Federal Government. 
That doesn’t keep the American 
people from protesting against Fed- 
eral interference with the individual] 
lives of our citizens. 

“Of course I said Government 
should lend money for relief to the 
states that needed it. That is what 
the Democratic platform said. That 
doesn’t keep the American people 
from denouncing the creation of 
the greatest Federal bureaucracy 
this country has ever seen, and de- 
nouncing a New Deal which has 
created a payroll for the Federal 
Government that has gone close to 
a billion and a half dollars a year, 
not including the Army, the Navy, 
the CCC and the people on relief 
and the legislative and judicial 
branches of the Government—just 
regular expenses and as Joe tried 
to cloud these issues so he tried to 
cloud others and when he calls the 
roll of who was at the Liberty 
League dinner I happened to see 
the great Democratic Governor of 
the State of Maryland, Albert C.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Senate 


Majority Leader Joe T. Robinson of 
Arkansas, in a radio speech last 
night, gave the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration’s answer to the anti-Roose- 
velt attack of former Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith at the recent Liberty 


League dinner. Robinson was 
Smith’s running mate in the 1928 
presidential campaign. 

The theme of Robinson’s speech, 
the text of which was given to the 
press in advance, was that Smith 
had gone “high hat,” that he had 
traded his plebeian brown derby for 
the aristocratic “top hat, white tie 
and tails.” The inference was that 
he had made the exchange for an 
unnamed “mess of pottage.” The 
title or text of Robinson’s reply was 
“The Hands of Esau.” 


Says Smith Has Changed Sides. 

“Gov. Smith,” Robinson declared, 
‘not only has changed sides in the 
great battle but his whole outlook 
seems to have undergone a trans- 
formation. He has forgotten ap- 
parently the issues upon which he 
ran for the presidency. The brown 
derby has been discarded for the 
high hat; he has turned away from 
the East Side with those little shops 
and fish markets, and now his gaze 
rests lovingly upon the gilded tow- 
ers and palaces of Park avenue.’ 

Robinson, a ready rough-and-tum- 
ble debater of almost a quarter of a 
century in the Senate, used Smith’s 
own phrase, “Let’s look at the rec- 
ord,” as an introduction to his dec- 
laration that he could prove that 
Smith had advocated every basic 
principle of the New Deal. 


Case of “Second-Guessing.” 

Taking up Smith’s accusation 
that the New Deal had fostered an 
unconstitutional farm relief pro- 
gram in the AAA, Robinson retort- 
ed that Smith, in 1928, had advo- 
cated the principles of the McNary- 
Haugen bill, which was far more 
drastic in its use of the taxing 
power than the AAA. Smith’s pres- 
ent attitude, he said, was “just a 
case of second-guessing.” 

Robinson used the same phrase 
when he recounted Smith’s former 
stand on the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, which, like the AAA, 
the Supreme Court found unconsti- 
tutional. Smith, in a radio addfess 
in August, 1933, deciared that it 
was better to pay the unemploy- 
ment bill by the NRA than by a 
dole or work relief. 

Smith’s own attack on former 
President Hoover was used by Rob- 
inson to answer the charge that 
the Roosevelt administration had 
increased Federal expenditures. 
Smith, at a Jackson day dinner in 
1932, said: 

“Now if it is all right to put the 
credit of the Government behind 
business, let the credit of the Gov- 
ernment be used to keep the wolf 
of hunger away from the doormat 
of millions of people.” 

Recall’s Hoover Charge. 

Robinson used what was for him 
a new rhetorical device when he 
addressed these remarks directly 
to his former running mate: 

“Oh, my, Gov. Smith, what a 
short memory you have. Your 
charge that the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration is fostering Socialism and 
Communism is so ridiculous, it’s 
actually funny. Honestly, Gover- 
nor, I think you’ve been seeing 
things under the bed, you know 
those Communist spies that our 
good friend Ham Fish is always 
talking about. Where have I heard 
that charge of Socialism and Com- 
munism before? Oh, now I recall; 
that’s the identical charge that 
Herbert Hoover made against you 
in 1928. 

“Remember, Governor, after you 
fearlessly advocated the public own- 
ership, public control, and public 
development of water power sites, 
poor old Herbert whimpered that 
it was State Socialism because he 
lacked any adequate or statesman- 
like reply to the position you took. 
And how you nailed poor Herbert 
on that one. You reminded him 
that the same old cry had been 
raised against Theodore Roosevelt, 
Charles Evans Hughes, Woodrow 
Wilson and every other public ser- 
vant who ever attempted to per- 
form a public duty on behalf of the 
whole people. Very properly you 
said that silly charges of that kind 
did more to promote Socialism in 
this country than any other cause.” 


Change of Allegiance. 

In conclusion, the Senate major- 
ity leader came to the defense of 
President Roosevelt and in effect 
charged that Smith was not only a 
deserter but had gone over to the 
enemy. 

“Perhaps,” he concluded, “in the 
heat of battle sometimes our com- 
manding officer, President Roose- 
velt, has employed the wrong tac- 
tics. Perhaps there has been con- 
fusion and loss of energy. Those 
things always happen when human 
beings attempt mass operations in 
hurried formation under the pres- 
sure of adverse fate. But those 
things never yet have justified a

Day was quoted as saying: 

“This morning after breakfast, lL 
asked Loeb if I could talk to him.

Testimony of Psychiatrist. 

Dr. John A. Larson, prison psy- 
chiatrist, testified: “Day is sane, 
but emotionally unstable. He has 
been apprehensive for” several 
weeks.” 

Dr. Larson said Day, apparently 
hysterical, was screaming “give me 
air—give me air!” when examined 
yesterday. The doctor referred to 
the fight in the showerroom, as an 
“episode.” “This episode seemed in 
the nature of panic reaction, on 
Day’s part,” he said. He added that 
Day was “an egocentric personal- 
ity,” who had been treated in 1932 
“for hysteria.” 

Warden Joseph E. Ragen testi- 
fied the razor with which Loeb was 
killed had not been stolen from a 
cellhouse barber shop as was 
first believed. There was no indi- 
cation where it came from. 

Ragen said Loeb’s prison record 
“was perfect.” Day’s, he _ said, 
showed “small violations of rules— 
no gross offenses.” 

Day chose not to testify at the 
inquest after he was informed that 
it was his constitutional right to re- 
main silent. Before making this 
decision, he cried out: “My life has

AT FUNERAL OF KING 


London Newspapers Criticise 
Handling of Crowd, Es- 
timated at 2,000,000. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—Hundreds of 
persons returned to work today 
bearing bruises as a result of the 
press yesterday during the funeral 
procession of King George.. A 
checkup showed 10,000 persons had 
received ambulance treatment, the 
largest number of casualties in any 
procession through London. 

Estimates that 1,500,000 persons 
would line the funeral procession 
route from Westminster Hall, where 
the body lay in state for four days, 
to Paddington Station, where the 
body was placed on a train for 
Windsor, were exceeded by at least 
§00,000,) resulting in scendés: of ‘tu- 
mult at some points. 

Mounted police and cavalry were 
forced to drive lanes through the 
throngs in an attempt to clear the 
route. 

The crush was so great that in 
several places troops were unable 
to present arms in salute as the 
procession passed. 

Even the sailors drawing the gun 
carriage on which the coffin was 
borne were forced to change their 
eight-deep formation to pass 
through the narrow lane. ? 

Newspapers recalled that 35,000 
troops lined the streets for the fu- 
neral of King Edward VII, father 
of King George, in 1910, and point- 
ed out that only 10,000 were em- 
ployed yesterday to maintain order.

WITH THE ITALIAN SOUTH- 
ERN ARMY AT DOLO, Jan. 26. 
(By way of Mogadiscio, Italian 
Somaliland, Jan. 29.)—The Italians 
have taken Wadara and with it the 
positions which Ras Desta Demtu 
prepared for a last stand in the 


event of the fall of Neghelli. 

The Ethiopian commander’s ef- 
forts to reassemble his center col- 
umn, retreating along the Ganale 
Dorya before Gen. Rodolfo Graz- 
iani’s motorized column, thus far 
appear to have been useless. 

Gen. Bergonoli’s troops, moving 
overnight from Neghelli, about 260 
miles northwest of Dolo, advanced 
50 miles farther inland, taking Wa- 
dara at dawn in fighting that 
caused the death of 50 Ethiopians. 

The Italians found the enemy had 
fired one large supply magazine in 
the stronghold, but capturéd a séc- 
ond stacked with guns, ammunition 
and supplies. 

As the Italian line moved up the 
Ganale Dorya, the Italian command 
announced that Blackshirt forest- 
ers were advancing the Fascist 
front much farther along the Dawa 
Parma toward the Kenya border, 
cutting off a possible Ethiopian 
source of’ supplies from the British 
colony. 

The Italians pushed past Sadei, 
capturing Malea Ghersi and Malca 
Murri, a water oasis on the fringe 
of the jungle. 

The Ethiopian casualties were 
extremely heavy before machine 
gunfire. Hundreds of camels and 
cattle were captured from the Ethi- 
opians, many of whom fled to the 
Dawa Parma after the Italians cap- 
tured all Ganale Dorya water sup- 
plies. 

Mussa Sawa, Greek soldier of 
fortune and commander of the 
Ethiopians on the Dawa Parma, 
already had orders to retreat, the 
Italian command announced, but 
Fascist armored cars carried out a 
raid before he could move. 

A member of the Italian high 
command told this correspondent 
that two planes were seen flying 
across the Kenya border, alleged 
to be signaling Italian troop move- 
ments to the Ethiopians.

London Meeting Appoints Sub- 
committee to Classify Ships 
and Guns,

with drawing up exact definitions 
of naval terms so that the dele- 
gates who seek a new naval limi- 
tations treaty may know éxactly 
what they are arguing about.

Fingerprints Compared. 

On each application blank there 
is a space for fingerprints of the 
applicant, which will be compared 
with those taken at the time he 
entered the service. In addition 
there is space for a certificate of 
identification. Persons qualified to 
fill out this certificate include post- 
masters or ther assistants, com- 
missioned officers, officers of vet- 
erans’ organizations, or any persons 
legally authorized to administer 
oaths, such as notaries public. 

Veterans who have not borrowed 
on their certificates were instruct- 
ed to forward the certificates and 
their applications to the nearest re- 
gional office of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration Facility. The St. Louis 
office serves Eastern Missouri and 
some of the nearby Illinois counties. 

Those who have borrowed were 
told that applications must be made 
at the office where the loan was 
made.

Persuades Union Not to 
Date Until After He Talks 
to Receiver. 


Efforts to avert a strike of em- 
ployes of the Mobile & Ohio Rail- 
road were continued today by 
James W. Carmolt of the National 
Mediation Board who said he would 
confer with C. E. Ervin, one of 
the receivers of the company. 

At Carmolt’s request, the Em- 
ployes’ Joint Committee, which was 
to have met at the York Hotel to- 
day to set a date for a strike, post- 
poned the meeting until tomorrow 
to permit time for any further ne- 
gotiations, 

The strike was authorized by a 
vote of employes, results of which 
were announced yesterday by J. H. 
McQuaid of Chicago, vice-president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and chairman of the joint 
committee representing all em- 
ployes who have demanded resto- 
ration of wage scales in effect prior 
to Feb. 1, 1932. 

McQuaid said 93 per cent of the 
ballots cast were for authorization 
of a strike. Of the railroad’s 4000 
employes, he said, 3200 were mem- 
bers of unions, but non-union mem- 
bers were permitted to vote also. 
He estimated ballots were cast by 
86 per cent of all employes. 

Unions involved in the proposed 
strike are those of locomotive en- 
gineers, firemen, conductors, ma- 
chinists, maintenance-of-way em- 
ployes and clerical workers. 

In a letter to the National Medi- 
at Washington, Mc- 
Quaid, acting for the committee, 
yesterday declined to submit the 
controversy to arbitration. This 
followed similar action by Ervin, 
who said that present revenues 
would not permit any raise in 
wages.

‘RELIEF UNDER 
STATE CONTROL’ 


Federal Government Ac- 
tivities, It Is Decided, 
Should Not Compete 
With Private Industry.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.— Wide. 
sentiment for revision of the Fed- 
eral Government's spending, taxing 
and relief policies was reported by 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States today after a poll 
of its member organizations. 

Voting on 17 questions based on a 
committee report on Federal fi- 
nance, the chamber membership— 
local chambers and trade associa- 
tions—called for a reduction in 
spending and a balanced budget 
without increased taxes. 

The membership also said that 
combined expenditures of Federal, 
state and local governments de- 


manded so great a proportion of the | po 


national income that they “dis- 
courage business, threaten the se- 
curity of wages and savings, and 
retard employment.” 

Approval was given a proposal 
that relief expenditures be “pro- 
vided by and under the control of 
the states” with “reimbursable ad- 
vances” from the Federal Govern- 
ment only on application of states 
and cities unable to obtain funds. 

Chamber officers said they had 
received no indication that any of 
the member organizations had ob- 
jected to the poll. In a previous 
poll on “recent trends” in Federal 
legislation, some local chambers 
charged the questions had a politi- 
cal bias, and declined to participate 
in the referendum. 

Details of Voting. 

A 1714% to 3 vote proposed that 
the Federal Government adopt a 
fiscal plan including a provision 
that “after the budget is balanced, 
expenditures will be further de-

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Spurred 
on by Senator William E. Borah's

Idahoan. 

Addressing a “Borah-for-Presi- 
dent” rally last night in Brooklyn, 
the Senator charged the voters of 
New York and of many other 
_gtates “have been disfranchised” 


in the selection of a presidential 
nominee by a “self-appointed and 


“secret conclave, behind closed 
doors, long after midnight.” 
It would be playing into the 


instructed delegations were sent to 
the Cleveland convention. 

Contrary to the expectations of 
some of those sponsoring the rally, 
Senator Borah did not announce 
his candidacy for the nomination. 
His words, however, were generally 
interpreted as authorizing . his 
friends to enter his name in New 
York’s preferential primary. 


“Never in Doubt.” 

Senator Borah prefaced his dis- 
cussion of some current issues with 
the remark: “I may be wrong, but 
I’m never in doubt.” 

“We ought to devote ourselves as 
a party,” he said, “to keeping the 
channels of interstate trade open 
to all business men who desire to 
engage in any kind of business. 

“We will go into this campaign 
against regimentation. We are op- 
posed to controlling production. We 
are opposed to controlling business. 
That in all probability will be the 
position of the party.” 

The Senator said the Republican 
party must at the same time de- 
clare against “that monopolistic 
power which can fix prices for the 
people.” 

Those leaders “who think the 
American people are going to re- 
turn to many of the old practices of 
past years.” he continued, “and are 
leading the Republican party in 
that direction are leading it to de- 
feat. , 

“We cannot go back. We must 
move forward.” 

“Party ties rest rather lightly 
upon the shoulders of the people at 
this time, as we _ unfortunately 
know,” Borah said, “and a system 
which permits a few self-appointed 
and self-anointed gentlemen to se- 
lect a candidate for the presidency 
without consultation or advice of 
the voters will not satisfy the mil- 
lions of voters in this campaign 
who are wrestling with the prob- 
lem.”

Criticism and Smith’s Record. 
Now let’s look at Mr. Smith’s oth- 
er criticism of the present Demo- 
cratic administration. You recall 
that before the Liberty Leaguers, 
he started to read the Democratic 
platform of 1932 but for 
strange reason he never finished it. 
I wonder why? ‘Was there some- 
thing further along, condemning

In any event, he charged that the | 
New Deal was fostering and pro- 
moting class hatred; second, that it 
enacted an unconstitutional farm 
program and an_ unconstitutional 
NRA; third, that public money was 
being wasted; fourth, that Congress 
had abdicated its powers to the 
Executive, and fifth, in a flag-wav- 
ing, soul-stirring crescendo, he 
charged the New Deal with trying 
to undermine the Constitution and 
Supreme Court while it fastened a 
Socialistic and Communistic dicta- 
torship upon this country. 
Let’s look at the record. Why, 
Gov: Smith, from your own lips, 
with your own words, with your 
own matchless talent for illuminat- 
ing the dark places of public discus- 
sion, I shall prove that you have 
advocated and championed every 
basic principle that has been writ- 
ten into law by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

Smith’s Speech in 1933. 
In his speech on Saturday night, 
Mr. Smith made the ugly charge 
that the New Deal is fomenting 
class hatred. Let me read you what 
he said when he was addressing 
the Alumni Association of Harvard 
University on June 22, 1933: 
“T remember, when we first spoke 
about the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, the Court of Appeals of our 
own State set aside the first enact- 
ment as being contrary to the Con- 
stitution. I remember when we en- 
acted the Child Welfare Act it was 
referred to as paternalism and as 
Socialism. 

“Our whole democracy at that 
time seemed to be devoted to the 
part that constitutional law and 
statute law was intended only for 
the protection of property and of 
money, and the human element did 
not seem to enter into it. 

“The same has to do with the 
factory code; the same has to do 
with the provision for modern, up- 
to-date housing for our small-in- 
come group; the same has to do 
with the development of §state- 
owned water power and the owner- 
ship by the state of the power at 
the site. Twenty years ago those 
were regarded as Socialistic. I was 
referred to many times by my po 
litical opponents as a Socialist. But. 
in the light of our present-day legis- 
lation, Mr. President, I claim I am 
one of the ultra-conservatives. 

“We -have nothing to fear in this 
country from a dictatorship. There 
can be nothing of that kind in this 
country. It cannot live here. We 
are not organized to carry it on 
We have no desire for it. Great as 
may be the grant of temporary pow: 
er in an emergency that Congress 
may by congressional enactment 
put into the hands of a President 
the thing we have to fear in this 
country, to my way of thinking, is 
the influence of the organized mi- 
norities, because somehow or other 
the great majority does not seem 
to organize.” 

“Two Al Smiths.”

If I recall correctly, 
he came before the Senate Finance 
Committee in 1933 and urged us to 
recognize Soviet Russia and give it 
a five-year moratorium on debt 
payments. 

Throughout his 1928 campaign 
Gov. Smith hammered at the Power 
Trust, denounced greed and special 
privilege and faithfully promised 
the people that if he were elected 
he would establish a new order of 


|things and bring about what he 
called a “more equal distribution of 


prosperity.” Now he talks about 

stirring up class hatred, but what 

he said then sounded a great deal 

more like “share the wealth” than 

it does like the comparatively mild 

statements of President Roosevelt. 
Farm Relief. 

I pass on to his next accusation. 
He charged the New Deal with fos- 
tering an unconstitutional farm re- 
lief program. He forgets that in 
1928 he advocated.the principles of 


the McNary-Haug«n bill, which in 
|many respects was far more drastic 


in its use of the ‘taxing power than 
the AAA ever was. That's just a 
case of second-guessing. Let me 
quote you from his Jefferson day 
speech on April 13, 1932, He said: 

“It is a perfectly easy thing to 
Say we must restore the purchas- 
ing power of the farmer. Fine! Of 
course we must. But how are we 
going to do it? I would sooner 
have a short shake-hands with the 
fellow that knows how to do it 
than listen for a week to the fellow 
who knows how to tell you what 
the trouble is.” 

Well, Gov. Smith, you should have 
stepped out of that Liberty League 
banquet and gone four blocks to 
the White House to shake the hand 
of the man who raised the purchas- 
ing power of the. farmers more 
than two billion dollars in one year. 

Two Views on the NRA. 

In his speech on Saturday night, 
Mr. Smith denounced the NRA as 
a giant octopus that entangled it- 
self around all business, big and 
small, and tried to smother it to 
death. Another second guess. He 
made a radio speech on Aug. 22, 
1933, in which he called attention 
to the fact that NRA was largely 
voluntary and he added, I quote: 

“The slightest reflection on these 
facts should dispose of the claim, 
from whatever source it came, that 
the National Industrial Recovery 
Act shakes the firm foundations of 
our Constitution, or marks revolu- 
tion in our government and in the 
conduct of our every-day life. 

“Let us see whether, by shorter 
hours, higher wages and inereased 
employment, we can avoid the dole, 
called home relief, and the disguised 
dole popularly known as relief 
work, the evil consequences of 
which we all know. It is infinitely 
better to pay the bill by the meth- 
ods proposed in the National Indus- 
nie ata Act than to pay it 

n e form of public 
charitable relief.”" na laa 

These words of Gov. Smith con- 
stitute an unqualified indorsement 
of the act he so bitterly condemned 
last Saturday night. 

Public Money for Relief. 

The next charge was that public 
money was being wasted and that 
the party had failed to fulfil its 
pledge of a 25 per cent reduction in 
Government expenditures. He neg- 
lected entirely to state that no Pres- 
ident ever could have refused the 
call of suffering humanity that ex- 
isted during the crisis of 1933. He 
knows very well that any chief ex- 
ecutive too cowardly to use the na- 
tional credit to save human life 
would have been consumed in the 
burning hatred of his own people. 

I’ll go further than that. Gov. 
Smith himself was urging appropri- 
ations for public relief at the very 
time that platform plank about 
which he boasts so loudly wag be- 
ing drafted. He made speech after 
speech urging a public bond issue 
to provide employment. He ap- 
peared before a committee of Con- 
gress for that purpose. Here is 
mace he — at the Jackson day

business, let the credit of the Gov- 
ernment be used to keep the wolf 
of hunger away from the doormat 
of millions of people.” 


In that same speech, Mr. Smith 
declared that the conduct of the 
Hoover administration was “inde- 
fensible” because States, cities and 
private charities were out of funds 
and.unable to cope with the relief 
situation. He prig ’ to mention 
that speech to his Liberty League 
friends. Once again he was second- 


guessing. 

On Use of Powers of Congress. 

Let’s pass on to his fourth charge 
that Congress has abdicated its 
legislative powers and, as he said, 
the country is now run by bureau- 
crats. Why, what Congress did is 
the very thing he advocated. In 
that Jackson day speech from 
which I just quoted, Smith said: 

“T would therefore suggest that 
Congress empower the President of 
the United States to appoint a Fed- 
eral administrator of public works 
and put the President in such a 
position as he can clothe him with 
plenary power to cut, slash, dig 
into, and run through all the red 
tape, and through all the statutory 
restrictions that are placed upon 
the Government. in the progress of 
public works. 

“In other words, invoke tgo tac- 
tics of war, instead of dotting all 
the I’s and the T’s and going 
through all the cumbersome labor 
of the peace-time performance 
when it comes to public works con- 
struction.” 

Oh my, Gov. Smith, what a short 
memory you have. Your charge 
that the Roosevelt administration 
is fostering Socialism and Commu- 
nism is so ridiculous, its actually 
funny. Honestly, Governor, I think 
you've been seeing things under the 
bed, you know those Communist 
spies that our good friend Ham Fish 
is always talking about. Where 
have I heard that charge of So- 
cialism and Communism before? 
Oh, now I recall, that’s the identi- 
cal charge that Herbert Hoover 
made against you in 1928. 

Socialism Then and Now. 


Remember, Governor, after you 
fearlessly advocated the _ public 
ownership, public control and pub- 
lic development of water power 
sites. Poor old Herbert whimpered 
that it was state socialism because 
he lacked any adequate or states- 
man-like reply to the position you 
took. And how you nailed poor 
Herbert on that one; You remind- 
ed him that the same old cry had 
been raised against Theodore 
Roosevelt, Charles Evans Hughes, 
Woodrow Wilson and every other 
public servant who ever attempted 
to perform a public duty on behalf 
of the whole people. Very properly 
you said that silly charges of that 
kind did more to promote Socialism 
in this country than any other 
cause. 

Let me quote just two short para- 


yours on Oct. 24, 1928. You said: 

“The cry of socialism has been 
patented by the powerful interests 
that desire to put a damper on pro- 
gressive legislation. 

“Failing to meet the arguments 
fairly and squarely, special interest 
falls back on the old stock argu- 
ment of Socialism. The people of 
New York State are tired of the 
stock argument, have discovered 
that it means nothing, that it is 
simply subterfuge and camouflage, 
and I am satisfied that the people 
of the nation in their wisdom will 
so appraise it.” 

Yes, Gov. Smith, you very prop- 
erly reminded Mr. Hoover that un- 
der his definition even Charles 
Evans Hughes, the present Chief 
Justice of the United States, was a 
Socialist. 

“Blow Below the Belt.” 

Now then, Gov. Smith, I wish to 
comment on one more portion of 
your speech. You quoted from 
President Roosevelt's message to 
Congress and then, by straining 
and distorting his meaning, you 
charged the President with saying, 
“If you are going to have an auto- 
crat, take me; be very careful about 
the other fellow.” Now the Chief 
Executive never said that, and he 
never hinted at any such thing. 
That looks just a little bit like a 
blow below the belt. Now suppose 
I read the record on you—not what 
someone else said, but what you 
yourself said. I am now going to 
read you verbatim a news dispatch 
which appeared in the usually re- 
liable New York Times, in the is- 
sue of Feb. 8, 1933, just before Mr. 
Roosevelt entered the White House. 
I quote: 

“Former Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
told 400 guests at a dinner of the 
Catholic Conference on Industrial 
Problems at the Hotel Astor last 
night that the nation needs a di- 
rector of public works with power 
to cut through red tape if appro- 
priations of public funds are_ to 
count in the war against the: de- 
pression. 

“The former Governor asserted 
that the economic crisis had caused 
more domestic damage than par- 
ticipation by the United States in 
the World War, and he declared it 
must be fought as a democracy tra- 
ditionally fights, by arrogating to 
itself the powers of ‘a tyrant, a 
despot or a monarch.’ 


“‘Let us look back a few years 
to 1917 and 1918,” Mr. Smith pro- 
posed. “What did we do ‘then? 
Why, we took the Constitution, 
wrapped it up and put it on the 
shelf and forgot it until it was 
over.’” 

Just think of that! Alfred E. 
Smith proposed in 1933 that we 
wrap up the Constitution and put 
it on the shelf until the depression 
was defeated and then coming 
down here in 1936 to lecture Dem- 
ocratic leaders on constitutional 
government! 


Issue of Constitutionality. 

Now let me say something about 
the Constitution. In the whole 
United States, there is not a single 
individual who can honestly and 
trugg@fully charge Franklin D. 
Rodsevelt with advocating the sup- 
pression of freedom of speech, free- 
dom of the press, freedom of as- 
semblage, freedom of worship, or 


any of those other basic rights 


guaranteed us in the immortal bill | 
of rights. | 

The idea that Gov. Smith wished | 
to convey in 1933 is the idea we all | 
had, namely, that in a time of. 
stress and torment, when every mo-_ 
ment demanded action to preserve | 
human life and prevent human suf- | 
fering, it was imperative to cease 
wasteful quibbling. He meant the 
time had passed for legal  hair- 
splitting and pompous phraseology. 

Gov. Smith meant he was tired 
of boresome self-styled constitu- 
tional authorities. like James M. 
Beck, the chief justice of the Lib- 
erty League, who has appeared 10 


times before the Supreme Court on 


constitutional qucstions and been | 
turned down eight times. 


History will show and the record 
now will show that President Roose- 
velt has never advocated the adop- 
tion of a single measure designed 
to curb in any way the just liber- 
ties of any man. 


Judges Differed on AAA. 


Of course President Roosevelt 
was unable to say definitely and 
finally in the great emergency of 
1933 just where state powcr ended 
and Federal power began. Of course 
Congress was unable to say flatly 
and finally that the measures 
adopted would come within the 
framework of the Constitution as 


interpreted by the Supreme Court. | 


Who céuld say conclusively the 
AAA was constitutional or uncon- 
stitutional? Why even the court 
itself differed on that issue, and 
three of its keenest members gave 
their unqualified opinion that it was | 
constitutional.

posed to the project because of the 
effect on their pocketbooks—their 
loss of business and the expense of 
moving and finding other suitable 
quarters. Speakers for the bill had 
described the opponents as enjoy- 
ing low rentals, an advantage they 
were reluctant to give up. 

Paul O. Peters, representing the 
Citizens’ Non-Partisan Committee, 
denounced the project as a “real 
estate unloading racket,” belittled 
its efficacy as a work-relief project, 
and said other river-front improve- 
ment plans could be carried out 
at lower cost and with greater ben- 
efit to the city. He suggested a 
river front boulevard for the full 
length of the city, and a power dam 
below the city to provide cheap 
electricity. 

Both Robins and Peters referred 
to a suit filed yesterday in Federal 
Court seeking to enjoin city offi- 
cials from proceeding with the pro}- 
ect, urging it as a reason fog delay 
by the committee. This suit was 
filed in behalf of Perry L. Hole of 
Chicago, an owner of property in 
the district, who sought relief in 
Federal Court on the grounds of 
diversity of citizenship. The suit 
challenged the validity of the bond 
issue. Similar suits in Circuit Court 
recently were dismissed. 

Aldermen at Hearing. 

Members of the Ways and Means

Notice Affecting 480 Men Posted;

About 480 miners, employed at

ESCAPED FEDERAL PRISONER 
CAPTURED IN CALIFORNIA 


Stanley R. Jones Got Away at East 
St. Louis in 19338; Charged 
With Counterfeiting. 


Stanley R. Jones, 36-year-old for- 
mer convict who escaped from a 


cell in the East St. Louis Federal] 
Building while a waiting arraign- 
ment on a counterfeiting charge’ 
Sept. 8, 1933, has been captured in 
Los Angeles, Federal agents in St.

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SALES TAX DEDUCTION 
FROM INCOME RETURN 


Payer Must Have Receipts, as 
in Case of State and City 
Gasoline Taxes. 


Since the time is at hand to make 


‘Income tax.returns the question of 


what to do about eertain taxes, 


particularly the so-called nuisance 
levies, like the State sales tax, 
and the gasoline taxes, arises to 
puzzle the taxpayer. 

The Missouri sales tax of 1 per 
cent on purchases and services and 
its possibilities for effecting a sav- 
ing through deductions from Fed- 
eral. returns are of interest to tax- 
payers this year. This tax became 
effective Aug. 27 last. It is deduc- 
tible form the Federal return only 
if the taxpayer is prepared to prove 
with invoices that he paid the tax. 
It is not enough that he might 
have kept an. account of such ex- 
penditures. The taxpayer must, 
when and if challehged, prove up 
his claim with documentary evi- 
dence, invoices er receipts, other- 


wise the deduction will not be al- 
lowed. 

By the same token, the taxpayer 
must show receipts or invoices to 
prove payment of the State tax of 
2 cents a gallon on motor gasoline 
and the city tax of 1 cent a gallon 
before deductions will be allowed. 
Where gasoline is used for business 
purposes the State and city tax may 
be added to the cost of the gasoline 
and deducted as a business ex- 
pense. The Federal gasoline tax 
of 1 cent.a gallon is not deductible. 


Few Deductions Expected. 


But who pauses to demand a re- 
ceipt or invoice for the tax he pays 
on gasoline or for the sales tax? 
Not many motorists, and fewer 
shoppers, if any. The cardboard 
disc is enough trouble in _ itself 
without holding up a line at the 
cashier’s window to get an invoice. 
As a consequence, comparatively few 
persons are expected to seek deduc- 
tions based on either tax. 

Allowable deductions on automo- 
biles also are of interest. The pur- 
chase price of a car cannot be de- 
ducted, whether it is used for busi- 
ness or pleasure. If used for plea- 


sure, registration fees, driver’s li- 
cense cost, personal property or 
municipal taxes and interest on 
money borrowed to purchase the 


car may be deducted. 

If used exclusively for business, 
deductions may be taken for the 
cost of gasoline, oil, repairs, garage 
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rent and other upkeep expenses. 
Depreciation also is deductible. 

Although the automobile or mo- 
torcycle purchaser pays a 3 per eent 
Federal tax on his purchases he is 
no® allowed to deduct it in his re- 
turn, as it is a manufacturer's tax 
added to the price and is deducted 
by the manufacturer. The Federal 
tax on trucks and chasses likewise 
is deducted by the manufacturer. 

A professional man may deduct 
the cost of repair on his automobile 
and also expenses incurred in the 
practice of his profession, such as 
the cost of supplies, office rent, 
light, water, fuel and_ telephone. 
The cost of technical books is not 
deductable, but a dentist or a doc- 
tor may deduct the cost of current 
magazines and newspapers kept at 
his office for the benefit of pa- 


married couples who had net in- 
come of $2500 or more or gross in- 
come of $5000 or more. Widowers, 
widows, divorcees and married per- 
sons living apart are treated as sin- 
gle persons. 

The usual exemption of $1000 for 
single persons and $2500 for mar- 
ried persons living together, and

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Details 
| Of a plan devised by British and 
| American Jewish leaders for remov- 
|ing Jews from Nazi Germany, will 
|be made known here at the conclu-

for Palestine, which opens Satur- 
day and continues through Sunday 
‘evening. It will be attended by ap- 
| proximately 1000 Jewish leaders 
from all sections of the country. 

Addresses will be made by Sir 
Herbert Samuel, Viscount Bearsted 
and Simon Marks, members of the 
British delegation, and Joseph L. 
Cohen, its secretary. As represent- 
atives of the Central British Fund, 
they will review the program on 
which they have agreed with the 


ithe United States. 

In discussions conducted last 
week, a tentative figure of $15,000.- 
000 was mentioned, of which the 
British delegates were authorized 
to pladge one-third. It is proposed 
to remove at least 100,000 of the 
430,000 Jews residing in Germany— 
most of them to Palestine. 

The British delegation will come 
here from New York where pri- 
vate conferences on the plan are 
being held. Sir Herbert discussed 
the problems involved, in an ad- 
dress at St. Louis Saturday night.

DOLLAR A WORD, COST 
OF U.S. GUIDE BOOK 


Expenditure Estimated at $2, 
689,000 for Work Being 
Done by WPA. 


By the Associated Press. ° 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.— With 
the cost of the new United States 
guide book, being compiled by the 
WPA, estimated at $2,689,000, and 
as the number of words is to be 
limited to 2,680,000, the rate will be 
slightly more than a dollar a word. 
The work is being done by 5000 
jobless writers. The copy is flow- 
ing in now at the rate of from two 


to three million words a week, on 
which editors are working with 
blue pencils. The guide is part of 
a $20,000,000 -culfUral program 
which also is providing jobs for 
needy artists, actors and musicians. 
Only one official knows how 
much space each state will get and 
he won't tell. State jealousies 
would be aroused, he said. He in- 
dicated, however, that those having 
much historical interest, like Vir- 
ginia, or with scenic attractions, 
like Montana, would receive more 
than they would on a strict pop- 
ulation basis. The most any state 
will get is 175,000 words, and the 
least, 25,000. The District of Co- 
|! lumbia, whose few square miles are 
packed with attractions like the 
White House and the Capitol, will 
have up to 50,000 words. Between 
250,000 and 275,000 words is now be- 
ing written about the District 
Guide book officials explained, 
however, that all these words were 
not going to be wasted. The ma- 
terial will be assembled in the 
states in its complete form.

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IN THE NEW DEAL’S OWN HOUSE. 

In any impartial steck-taking of the successes and 
failures of the Roosevelt administration, it must be 
given a low rating under the head of administrative 
efficiency. This is said without regard to the wis- 
dom or unwisdom of the Roosevelt policies: the criti- 
cism runs to the faulty and fumbling way in which 
the administrative branches of the Government, in 
the main, have functioned. 
The present lack of efficiency at Washington is 
due only in part to the inherent defects in the Amer- 
ican Government service. It is due to two other 
causes, either of which would be enough to bring effi-' 
ciency to a low ebb. One is Farleyism; we discussed 
this yesterday in an editorial pointing out that the 
proportion of Federal employes in the classified civil 
service has sunk under the present administration 
from more than 80 per cent to the disgracefully low 
level of 57 per cent. 
The other cause is not so obvious, but a moment’s 
reflection will show how large it is and how sig- 
nificant, It consists in the fact that in the Roose- 
yelt administration are two schools of thought, work- 
ing at cross-purposes. We have seen this division 
exemplified in the turning of Mr. Roosevelt now to 
the right (as the saying goes) and now to the left, 
Under pressure of emergency, or in a vain effort te 
satisfy conflicting demands, things have been done 
which have canceled each other out. This lack of a 
clear, guiding purpose, of a purpose plain for all to 
see, is reflected in an indecision, a fumbling, a hes- 
itaney, now and again a conflict of acts, on the part 
of those intrusted with the execution of policies, Im- 
mense confusion, as in the carrying out of the public 
works plans, has -inevitably resulted, 
We hold no brief for Republican rule, or the rule

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A HEALTHY PRECEDENT. 

If the precedent established in a New York Federal 
Court is followed in the future, officers of passenger 
ships and their employes will find it personally dan- 
gerous to“fail to provide proper precautions against 
disaster. Chief Engineer Abbott of the Morro Castle 
rushed for a lifeboat when the ship caught fire, 
leaving the passengers behind. He got four years. 
Acting Captain Warms, whose incompetence was clear- 
ly demonstrated in the inquiries, was convicted of 
criminal negligence. He got two years. For sending 
out a ship with inadequate personnel, Henry EK, Ca- 
baud, vice-president of the line, got a $5000 fine and 
a& suspended sentence of one year. The company 
itself received the maximum fine of $10,000. 
Heretofore, when disasters occurred at sea, the 
practice has| been to hold a more or less perfunctory 
hearing, whitewash the guilty persons or administer 
a slap on the wrist. Gross errors in navigation, fail- 
ure to hold safety drills to acquaint the passengers 
with what to do in case of emergency, refusal to send 
out S. O. S. calls until peril became imminent, aban- 
donment of ships by their crews—these and other 
gross offenses against primary laws of the sea have 
been committed with impunity. Most recent sea dis- 
asters coutd have been prevented or, at least, the 
Passengers might have been saved. Yet the idea of 
visiting rea] punishment upon the persons responsi- 
ble is a novelty invented in Judge Hulbert's court. 
On the same day this heartening news appeared 


Board of Supervising Inspectors of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Navigation and Steamboat Inspection eharg- 
ing that the lives of passengers on American ships 
are not properly safeguarded. Congress, lavish with 
funds for other purposes, has starved the inspection 
service until it finds it impossible to perform its 
duties. Personnel is inadequate and underpaid and 
many ships go out to sea without the examination 
provided for by law. 

How many Mohawks must sink, how many Morro 
Castles must burn amid scenes of sickening horror, 
before proper official action is taken? 
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THE ARENA’S UNSUITABILITY. 

The question of whether or not the Arena should 
be purchased for use as an armory is now being 
considered by a special aldermanic committee, ap- 
pointed about two weeks ago. We said at the time 
that, because of previous efforts to foist upon the 
city what has been a white elephant in private hands, 
great caution shguld be exercised by the Aldermen, 

It now develops that the weight of opinion on the 
part of men peculiarly qualified to pass upon the 
question—namely, those intimately connected with 
National Guard affairs—is definitely opposed to the 
purchase, These men prefer to build a new armory 


of Grand boulevard, between Pine and Lawton. 

This, for example, is the attitude taken by A. L. 
Shapleigh, chairman of the Citizens’ Military Com- 
mittee. Mr. Shapleigh says: “The advantages of 
this site are manifold, such as the very central loca- 
tion and the reasonable price at which the property 
can be had (about $125,000).” 

Other military authorities cite serious objections 
to the Arena. A survey by a committee of engineers 
last summer disclosed that to put the Arena in prop- 
er physical condition even for its present use would 
cost more than $100,000, and to remodel it so it could 
be used ag an armory would cost about $500,000, To 
pay $750,000 fer the Arena and then to be faced with 
an expenditure of half a million er so more would 
be no bargain for the city. 

For years, the 138th Infantry of the National 
Guard has used a leased building at the corner of 
Grand boulevard and Market street, which has he- 
come inadequate. The 1934 bond issue provided a 
$1,000,000 item for the acquisition or purchase of a 
new armory, and the PWA has allotted a $347,500 
grant to be added to this sum, This grant is being 
jeopardized by the Aldermen’s delay. 

If the military authorities’ expert opinion is to be 
heeded, as, of course, it should be, the Aldermen will 
abandon the idea of purchasing the Arena. 
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WILLIAM B. ITTNER. 

William B. Ittner, who was buried yesterday, will 
be long remembered as the architect who changed 
the American school from the prison-like struc- 
ture he disliked as a boy to the well-lighted, 
well-ventilated and decorative public building which 
is common throughout the country today. A native 
of St. Louis and a graduate of the pioneering Man- 
ual Training School which Calvin Milton Woodward 
caused to distinguish Washington University in the 
last century, Mr. Ittner started the transformation 
as soon as he became Building Commissioner for the 
School Board, in 1897. Sherman School, built the 
next year under his direction, was oblong instead of 
box-shaped, in order to provide more light and air, 
and indicated the lines he would develop. 
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- Visits to other cities and to Europe yielded little | 


in the way of ideas, and so he sat down at home to 
work out architectural design in terms of school 
needs. How successful he was can be judged from 
the fact that he leaves to keep his memory not only 
some 50 school buildings in and about St. Louis, but 
more than 500 schoéls ranging geographically from 
Washington, D. C., to Longview, Wash. William B. 
Ittner’s name and work will find their way to the 
pages of American social history: 
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“TO BLUSH UNSEEN.” 

Bainbridge Colby “started something” when 
criticised the administration in a speech to the Wom- 
en's Patriotic Conference on National Defense.

A Republican in the “brave days 
of 21,” a Progressive when the Bull Moose shook the 
continent, a Democrat under the spell of Woodrow 
Wilson's erudition, today a homeless wanderer, 80 
to speak, with never a party roof to offer shelter. 
And now he can’t talk without making the Patriotic 
Women feel like a bevy of Mesdames Malaprops. 
Shall we call it a sad situation or a one-time com- 
ic strip?

HE rupture of their friendship, which 
T degen, I have always understood, shortly 

after the election of 1928, has beey a per- 
sonal! misfortune both for Al Smith and for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. For the country, it 
has had serious consequences. It has brought 
about the retirement of Smith from public 
life. It deflected Roosevelt from an incom- 
parable opportunity for national leadership 
into a personal and factional adventure. 

If ever two men needed each other, it was 
these two men, and though each may now 
have persuaded himself that they are sepa- 
rated on great questions of principle, they 
have in fact become divided because they 
lacked the magnanimity to work together. 

They had become estranged and embit- 
tered long before either of them had heard 
of the New Deal, long before Smith had 
discovered that he admired the Democratic 
platform of 1932, long before Roosevelt had 
discovered that it was his mission to recon- 
struct the Democratic party and to make 
of it the exclusive agency of national recon- 
struction. All these things are afterthoughts. 

These two men have not become divided 
because Roosevelt has recently taken to 
rousing the masses against the rich and 
Smith has taken to declamation about Com- 
munism and the Red flag. On the con- 
trary, it is because they have become di- 
vided and have taken divergent paths that 
each has ended by making his destructive 
and unworthy appeal to popular passion. 

* * + 

Although Roosevelt had a political career 
in the Wilson era, it was at the convention 
of 1924 in Madison Square Garden, when his 
party was so bitterly divided, that he 
emerged as a national leader. He wag the 
one man who commanded the confidence 
of the Eastern Democrats who supported 
Smith and of the Western and Southern 
Democrats who were irreconcilably opposed 
to Smith. 

In the four years that followed, he devoted 
himself wholeheartedly and effectively to 
the reunion of the Democratic party, and the 
nomination of Smith and Robinson at the 
Houston convention consummated that work, 
Through all those years, the single purpose 
of Roosevelt was to reconcile what might 
be called the Bryan Democracy with the 
Cleveland Democracy, having himself the 
clear conviction that they must and could 
find common ground, 

In the election of 1928, it will be recalled, 
Smith lost New York State, his own New 
York, and Roosevelt by a small plurality 
carried the State. It was then that the rela- 
tions between the two men first became 
poisoned. There is no need to speculate 
elaborately on just what it was in the way 
of ambition and sentiment which did the 
damage. The known fact is that Gov. Roose- 
velt proceeded at once to eliminate Smith 
from the political leadership of New York 
and to reach out for personal domination of 
Whereas up to that time Roose- 
velt had worked on the theory that the Dem- 
ocratic factions must be reconciled by com- 
promise, from that time forward he began 
to take the line that the party must be 
reconstructed by the conquest of the Cleve- 
land and Smith Democracy. 

* . + 


This line of action he pursued ruthlessly 
at the Chicago convention of 1932, when he 
was prepared to compromise with every ele- 
ment of his party, Hearst, Huey Long, any- 
one, except the Cleveland Democrats and the 
followers of Smith. There was even a pub- 
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Roosevelt 


lic purge in which Jouett Shouse, who had 
carried the national party organization 
through its lean years, was brutally dis- 
missed from the party councils and started 
on the career which has made him the or- 
ganizer of the American Liberty League. 

During the campaign, Mr. Roosevelt, of 
course, welcomed the support of all Demo- 
crats. But once elected, he and Mr. Farley 
continued the purge. They had two political 
rules. One was that no man could be ad- 
mitted to the high councils of the adminis- 
tration who had not supported Roosevelt 
before the convention; the other was that 
they would form an alliance with the West- 
ern Republican progressives. Thus they 
admitted to the Cabinet a Republican pro- 
gressive like Mr. Ickes, but they excluded 
from it anyone who was closely identified 
with Al Smith or with the old independent 
Democracy of Cleveland. 


. > « 
But though they excluded the conservative 


Democrats and wooed the progressive Re- 
publicans, as a matter of fact their rela- 


tions with the progressives were a liaison . 


rather than a marriage. They adopted many 
progressive ideas, but the vast patronage at 
their disposal they used to build up a na- 
tional party machine directly accountable to 
Mr. Roosevelt personally. 

In short, they set out to do what no man 
has ever succeeded in doing in American 
politics, to make a nationa] party, not by 
compromise among factions, but by personal 
domination. The conservative Democrats 
were ostracized and rendered impotent. The 
progressive Republicans were placated but 
were not permitted to share the power. 

This party maneuver, though it was un- 
dertaken presumably in order to entrust the 
New Deal only to its completely convinced 
adherents, has in fact been disastrous to 
the New Deal. For one thing, it eliminated 
at a stroke a very iarge number of the sea- 
soned men who could have shown Mr. Roose- 
velt how to translate his ideas into workable 
measures. It meant that Mr. Roosevelt's 
projects of reform, many of them admirable 
in their intent, were drafted by incompetent 
amateurs and for the most part adminis- 
tered by inexperienced men. 

The Democrats who had been ostracized 
were precisely the men most fitted to de- 
vise the methods to give practical reality to 
Mr. Roosevelt’s enthusiasms, and to assist 
him in commending these innovations to the 
country. But, by a rule that was as in- 
tolerant as it was foolish, they were treated 
as reactionary and impure and their in- 
fluence was vigorously eliminated. 

Thus, willfully, Mr. Roosevelt divided his 
party. Thus, instead of a national party, 
which was his theoretical objective, there is 
mere factionalism on both sides. 

- * * 

Mr. Roosevelt's speech to Congress, with 
its appeal to national disunion, and Al 
Smith’s speech, with its appeal to suspicion, 
may be taken as evidence that both men 
are up a blind alley. They both have got 
themselves into a position where neither is 
able to function effectively as a political 
leader. 

Al Smith, by nature a most gifted poli- 
tician, incomparable in practical decision, 
is out of office and without responsible in- 
fluence, able to do no more than to com- 
plain, lacking, it would seem, any idea or 
purpose as to how to deal with the situation. 
Roosevelt, who started out with a national 
purpose to be achieved by the indispensable

of the military and naval ceremo- 
nial uniforms of the countries of 
the world whose “cohorts were 
gleaming in purple and gold.” 


These were only glimpses, but 
they relieved and lit up the general 
dimness. : 

During the last 500 years there 
have been buried in this famous 
chapel Kings whose goodness has 
always been and will always remain 
a subject of historical controversy. 


Forever Firmly Established, 

There will be no controversy 
about the monarch whose coffin I 
saw lowered into the vault today. 
His place as an essentially good 
King will forever be firmly estab- 
lished in the history of this coun- 
try. 
"When I heard the Archbishop of 
Canterbury utter that great phrase, 
“resting from his labors,” I remem- 
bered from my experience what a 
hard worker the King had been. 

I have heard of ministers, even 
men in very high office, who hardly 
ever read their dispatches or the 
memoranda circulated amongst 
them on important issues, for adju- 
dication, counsel and decision. 

There was never a dispatch or 
document sent to the King which 
he did not peruse and annotate 
with greatest care. 

As I sat in the stalls of St. 
George’s, awaiting the delayed fun- 
eral cortege, I recalled the occa- 
sion when, as Prime Minister, I 
had to visit him at Buckingham 
Palace on some important business 
of state. 

Surrounded by State Papers. 

It was a hot. and sultry summer 
afternoon in June. I found him in 
a tent in the garden, surrounded 
with state papers upon which he 
had been working, pencil in hand, 
ready to make notes on matters 
on which he required further eluc- 
idation. 

After the ceremony yesterday, I 

met a man who had been in close 
touch with the King for years and 
had seen a good deal of him during 
the last few days of his life. 
_ He told me the King’s health had 
been failing for some time but 
that he worked up to the last three 
days before his déath, and only 
gave in when he had spent the 
last ounce of his physical strength 
on his daily tasks. : 

When the Archbishop read those 
words about “resting from his 
labors,” they had a real meaning 
in the case of George V. 

But the most impressive thing to 
me in the ceremony was to recall 
memories I had of the last occa- 
sion when I was present at a sim- 
ilar ceremony—the burial of Ed- 
ward VII. 

There were contrasts between 
the two occasions which were 
startling and even sinister. 

When the Kaiser Attended. 

The then Kaiser of Germany 
was present as one of the chief 
‘mourners. He was head of the 
greatest army in the worl@’and the 
second most powerful navy. 

We all knew when we looked at 

him that, at a word of command 
from those lips—which had a touch 
of arrogance—millions of the best- 
trained and best-equipped warriors 
on this globe would spring to arms. 
‘He is now a fugitive from the 
land where he was then the all- 
highest—not only in name but in 
real might. 
The German Minister (Foreign 
Minister von Neurath) who yester- 
Gay walked up the aisle of &t. 
George’s in the funeral procession 
was there representing a man who 
was once a house painter, and who 
now sits in the chair of the Hohen- 
zollerns and wields more absolute 
and irresistible authority than the 
Kaiser ever did in his most glori- 
ous days of power. 

There were then five ancient and 
great empires represented at King 
Edward VII's  funeral—Russia, 
Austria, Germany, China and 
Turkey. And there were two still 
mare ancient kingdoms, Spain and 
Portugal. 

Glittering Uniforms Gone. 

Today these countries are all re- 
publics. Their Ministers, Ambas- 
sadors and Generals walked up 
the aisle at King George's funeral, 
but the glittering uniforms of 1910 
had disappeared, and the represen- 
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tatives of those countries were clad 
in simple dress. 

The successor to the Czar of the 
Russia’s (Joseph Stallin) is a cob- 
bler’s son, and the man (Foreign 
er Litvinoff) who appeared 
at yesterday’s ceremony in his be- 
half was once a printer. 

There was another memory of 
King Edward's funeral that came 
to my mind. Before my eyes I 
could see the figure of the Grand 
Duke Ferdinand, heir to the Aus- 
trian throne. Four years after that 
ceremony he was assassinated and 
the pistol shot which was fired at 
him was the signal for the unleash- 
ing of the bloodhounds of war in 
three continents. 

One last reminiscence of King 
Edward's funeral I should like to 
mention. Among those who at- 
tended was Prince Rupprecht, heir 
to the throne of Bavaria. Inciden- 
tally, he is a lineal descendant of 
the Stuart Kings and ‘is still hailed 
by the few Jacobites who remain 
as the legitimate King of Britain. 
World Seems to Have Changed. 
Who would have thought, then, 
that in a few years he would be at 
the head of a vast army of 1,000,- 
000 men, attacking the armies of 
Britain in the greatest battle ever 
fought between warring nations? 
His kingdom also has disappeared. 
The world seems to have changed 
since those days. One wondered 
whether it was a real change or 
whether it was only a new side to 
the same old world. 

There is not yet a new earth in 
essentials. There is certainly not 
a new heaven. One is fearful that 
there may be awaiting us a new 
hell.

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ENGINEER TELLS HOW 
T0 PREVENT SILCOS 


Wet Drills and Safety Devices 
Needed, He Says at 
Tunnel Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. — Wil- 
liam P. Yant, supervising engineer 
for the Bureau of Mines at Pitts- 
burgh, told a House Labor Sub- 
committee today that silicosis could 
be prevented by the use of wet 
drills and safety equipment in tun- 
neling and mining operations. Yant 
recommended adequate ventilation 
-gystems in such projects and the 
elimination of dust. 

Testifying on the resolution of 
Representative Marcantonio (Rep.), 
New York, asking for a Federal 
‘inquiry into working conditions at 
the Hawk’s Nest tunnel in South- 
ern West Virginia, Yant said meth- 
ods of preventing silicosis were 
known for many years before drill- 
ing of the tube started in 1930. 

Marcantonio contends hundreds 
of men died of silicosis and hun- 
dreds are dying of the disease con- 
tracted by breathing dust from sil- 
ica rock while boring the tunnel 
in 1930 and 1931. He also contends 
the tunnel builder, Rinehart & Den- 
nis Co. of Charlottesville, Va., did 
not provide workers with safety 
equipment and used dry drills which 
produced the dust. 

Yant, asserting silicosis had be- 
come widespread in mining opera- 
tions in many sections of the coun- 
try including Butte (Mont.) and 
Joplin (Mo.) districts, said the bu- 
reau was making an educational 
campaign to prevent silicosis and 
urge use of safety devices. 

He added that, on the basis of 


testimony that dust was so thick 


in the Hawk’s Nest tunnel that 
workmen could not distinguish ob- 


_ jects 10 feet away, such a “very 


high concentration of dust” was 
certain. to expose men to the dan- 
gers of silicosis. 

Yant urged careful administra- 
tion of state laws governing com- 
pensation for silicosis victims, say- 
ing many workers did not know 
they had contracted the disease un- 
til years after they. had. been ex-

It was said that if Green loses 
his status as delegate he cannot be 
re-elected president, but Federation 
officials denied there was anything 
in the A. F. of L. constitution re- 
quiring that to be eligible for the 
presidency a man must be a con- 
vention delegate. 

Although he insists he is an in- 
dustrial unionist at heart, Green 
recently has sided with the craft 
faction in its fight against John L.

H. W. RUGE, 101, YEARS OLD 
DIES IN ST. CHARLES COUNTY 


He Was Last Member of His G. A. 
R. Post and in His Youth Knew 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Henry William Ruge, 101 years 
old, died yesterday of infirmities of 
age at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. William Schaaf, at Augusta, 
St. Charles County. He was the 
last surviving member of Capt. 
Dues Camp, Grand Army of the 
Republic, and was formerly mail 
carrier and Justice of the Peace in 
Augusta. He was also County As- 
sessor of Warren County for 16 

years. 

He was born May 15, 1834, in 
Odensee, Denmark, and came to 
the United States with his parents 
when he was 4 years old, arriving 
in St. Louis from New Orleans by 
steamboat. He lived in St. Louis 
several years before moving to 
Washington, Mo. While still a 
young man, his family moved to a 
town in Illinois—now Lincoln, Ill.— 
where he was acquainted with Ab- 
raham Lincoln during the early 
1850's. 

Mr. Ruge returned to St. Louis 
in 1861 and joined a company of 
Missouri infantry and served dur- 
ing the Civil War as a Sergeant.

Boston Baked Beans and 
Brown Bread Continue 
Favored Combinations. 


By Margaret N. Pierce 


E SWOOP upon old pin corner 
W cupboards, Windsor’ chairs, 

and sandwich glass from an- 
cestral New England with great 
anticipation. They are valuable in 
money and in memories. So it is 
with the dishes familiar to that sec- 
tion of the country. Saturday-night 
baked beans and brown bread, a 
New England boiled dinner, suet 
pudding and many other old-time 
dishes are timely now and are good 
for cold weather dinners. 
Here they are: 


Boston Brown Bread 


One cup cornmeal 

One cup rye flour 

One teaspoon salt 

One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing soda 

One cup graham flour 
Three-quarters cup molasses 
Two cups very sour milk 

Mix the dry ingredients, except 
graham flour, by sifting. Then add 
the graham flour. Mix liquids and 
combine with dry ingredients. Fill 
well greased molds two-thirds full, 
cover with greased covers and 
steam three hours. The covers may 
then be removed, and the bread 
baked in a moderatgly hot oven 
(8375 degrees F.) to dry it a bit. If 
you have no sour milk, use instead 
one and three-quarters cups sweet, 
and use only one-half teaspoon of 
baking soda with four teaspoons 
baking powder. Graham flour may 
be substituted for the rye. 


Boston Baked Beans 


Two cups California pea beans 
One-half teaspoon soda 
One-quarter cup molasses 

One onion. 

One teaspoon salt 

One-quarter teaspoon mustard 
One-quarter teaspoon ginger 
One-third pound fat salt pork - 
Soak beans overnight in cold wa- 
ter. In morning, drain, rinse well, 
add soda, and put in a saucepan 
with cold water, bring to the boil- 
ing point and simmer until tender. 
(To test when they are done, take 
out a few on a spoon, blow upon 
them, and if the skins break and 
curl back they are cooked.) Skim 
the beans occasionally while cook- 
ing. Drain, place in @ bean pot and 
add the remaining ingrediénts, ex- 
cept salt pork. Cover with boiling 
water, stir well and press down into 
the beans the salt pork, from 
which the rind has been removed. 
Let the fat come even with the 
beans on thc surface or a little 
above, and score the top deeply with 
a sharp knife in squares. Cover the 
bean pot closely and bake in a slow 
oven (250 degrees F.) about 7 or 8 
hours. Uncover for the last hour 
to brown. Replenish the water 
when necessary, and do not let the 
beans get really dry. When done 
there should be no excess of water 
liquid, but a rich moisture, due to 
the pork, seasonings and water. 


New England Boiled Dinner 


Six pounds corned beef 

Six medium-sized onions 

Four potatoes 

Six carrots 

Two small white turnips 

One medium-sized cabbage 

Six small beets 

Soak the beef one hour in cold 
water, then cover with fresh, cold 
water and bring rapidly to boiling 
in a covered kettle. Simmer three 
hours or until tender. About one 
hour before serving, transfer part 
of the liquid, from which the fat 
has been skimmed, to another large 
kettle. Put in this the pared 
onions, and the potatoes, carrots 
and turnips, pared or scraped, and 
cut into uniform pieces. On top 
place the cabbage cut into sec- 
tions suitable for serving. Add 
hot meat juice or water to cover 
vegetables and boil in open kettle 
until tender. The beets should be 
cooked whole, in a separate kettle. 
Place corned beef on a large plat- 
ter and serve surrounded by vege- 
tables. Johnny cake, apple pie and 
cheese complete the meal. 


Real Cream Pie 


Two tablespoons all-purpose flour. 
Three tablespoons granulated 
sugar. 

One beaten egg. 

One and a half cups sweet cream. 
One recipe plain pastry. 

Grated nutmeg. 

Combine flour and sugar. Stir in 
egg and cream gradually until well 
blended, Put into a pastry-lined pie 
plate. Sprinkle grated nutmeg over 
the top of the ‘illing. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven (375 degrees 
Fahrenheit) until browned. This 
recipe makes one (seven-inch) pie. 


Suet Pudding 


One cup suet, chopped fine. 
One cup molasses. 

One cup raisins. 

One cup currants. 

Three cups cake flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 
One teaspoon cloves. 

One teaspon cinnamon. 
One-half teaspoon galt. 

Cne and a half cups milk. 

Put suet through food chopper. 
Then combine with molasses, raisins 
and currants. Sift dry ingredients 
together and add to first mixture, 
alternately with the milk. Combino 
thoroughly. Pour into greased molds 
and steam five hours. Serve with 
nutmeg sauce.

The War Department Failed to Keep the Future King From the Front 


@ As the Prince of Wales, Edward 

VIII learned early that being heir 
to the throne was to be no bed of 
roses. His boyhood dream of a naval 
career was rudely interrupted after a 
few months as midshipman, so his 
education might be completed at Ox- 
ford and in the army. Then the 
Word War terminated his orderly 
training. In this installment of “The 
Bachelor Prince Who Became King,” 
biographer Frazier Hunt tells how the 
Prince of Wales overcame objections 
to his joining the British forces in 


France. 
F ford years. He learned how to 
- rub elbows with the man on 
the street. He played football with 
the second . elevation and learned 
teamwork and companionship. An- 
other man, too, left his indelible 
impression on his sensitive mind— 
Major Cadogan. 
From this gallant soldier he 
learned the finest tenets of true 
sportsmanship. He learned polo 
and cross-country riding. with 
him he played golf and tennis, 
More than by any single individ- 
ual, excepting his tutor, the Prince 
was to have his youthful charac- 
ter molded and inspired by this 
valiant gentleman. Within a 
month after war was declared he 
was to die in the great retreat 
from Mons. 
During the spring and summer 
of 1913 the Prince made two visits 
as the Earl of Chester to Ger-

RUITFUL were these two Ox- 


the industrial centers at Duseldorf 
and Coblenz, with a short stay at 
the lovely old university town of 
Heidelberg. At Stuttgart he stayed 
with the King of Wurttemberg and 
rode much in the Black Forest. 


In July of this same year of 
1913 the Prince again visited Ger- 
many, staying with thé Kaiser, and 
later visiting Dresden, Leipzig and 
Prague. The next time he entered 
Germany was in November, 1918, 
when he crossed the border with 
the victorious Canadian Corps. 


Back in Oxford, the even tenor 
of his college life flowed on. Now 
and again he went to dances and 
little parties, but he cared little 
about either of them. Girls had 
small place in his life at this time. 
Like his position, they were a sort 
of necessary evil. However, he did 
enjoy being with a group of boys 
and girls around a piano and sing- 
ing old songs. 

But he was far more interested 
in ‘his weekly drills in the Oxford 
University Officers’ Training Corps. 
The first year he had sweated and 
worked as a private and now he 
proudly wore the stripes of a Cor- 
poral. For several weeks each sum- 
mer he went to training camp, and 
revelled in the fact that he was 
just one of the gang, abused by 
crusty old Sergeant-Majors and 
training officers. 

He had scarcely returned from a 
visit to Denmark during that sec- 
ond summer when, on June 28, @ 
fanatical Serb patriot fired a shot 
that was to ring around the world. 

If that shot had not been fired 
Edward, Prince of Wales, would 
have continued for another year or 
two at Oxford, then spent a year or 
more in the British army, probably 
dutifully married some foreign 
Princess, toured the British Em- 
pire as a slightly bored and cau- 
tious Prince, settled back and 
raised a large family of Princelings 
and carried on the grand tradition 
that the heir of a constitutional 
monarchy should at all times move 
well within the confines of tradi- 
tion. 

. . * 

HE world has never been told 
T the full story of the great per- 

sonal bravery shown by the 
Prince of Wales during the war 
days, of of the many times he es 
capéed disaster only by the narrow- 
est margin. 

On the third day after war was 
declared he won his right to fight. 
On Aug. 7 there appeared a single 
line in the official war bulletin: 
“The Prince of Wales has been 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant 
in the Grenadier Guards.” 

Under the August sun he drilled 
and sweated, snapped to the orders 
of deep-throated old Sergeant-Ma- 
jors, and carried out the score and 
one precise duties of a young officer 
in training. One morning in the 
middle of September word passed 
through the barracks that orders 
had come to proceed to France. 
Eagerly the Prince scanned the 
list. His name was missing. 

He hurried to his Colonel, The 
senior officer knew nothing except 
that his name had not been in- 
cluded. The Prince asked for a 
day’s leave, and securing a car, 
ee for the War Office in Lon- 
on, 

The Prince demanded that he be 
allowed to see the great Lord 
Kitchener, Secretary of War. 

The young Prince, in the uni- 
form of a Second Lieutenant, his 
eyes flashing with excitement and 
determination, clicked his heels 
and saluted. 

“Why can't I go to France with 
my battalion, sir?” he stubbornly 
demanded. 

“What difference does it make if 
i have four broth- 
ers. Any one of them is just as 
fit as I to fill my place.” 

The young officer was burning 
with anger and resentment. These 
men in the War Office were doing 
their best to make a royal molly- 
coddle out of him, 

Kitchener rose slowly to his feet.

He had only been in France a 
few weeks when one evening his 
absence from headquarters’ mess 
was noted. A hurry-up call was 
sent out to locate him, An hour 
or two later he was found. He had

torcycle, wrecked it when he ran 
into a shell hole and was now hap- 
pily ensconced in a dugout, playing 
cards with French poilus, smoking 
cigarettes and a pull now

The head nurse turned and led 
the way into the darkened little 
room, almost eloquent with its un- 
utterable tragedy. 

The Prince walked firmly to the 
bed. His face was white and his 
lips were drawn. In the dim light 
he looked down on what had once 
been a man, but was now only a 
horrible and unforgettable wreck 
from the monstrous war. 

Tears came to his eyes. Then 
impulsively he bent down and 
kissed the cheeks of the broken 
hero. 

During the great battle of Loos 
he left his car behind the front and 
started out to reconnoiter for him-

self. Shells were moaning and 
whistling overhead, searching far 
back for transport lines and muni- 
tion dumps. 

In a short time the Prince start- 
ed back to his car. It was no long- 
er there, A high explosive shell 
had made a direct hit on it, and 
his old chauffeur, Private Green, 
who had been with him his two 
years at Oxford, and had been his 
driver in the war, had been blown 
almost to bits. Deeply shocked, 
the Prince insisted on gathering up 
what few personal effects of his 
dead comrade he could find. He 
sent them back himself to Green’s 
people with a personal letter of 
condolence. In all the years that 
have followed he has always kept 
in touch with this family. 

Some months earlier he had had 
another close call. Near the front 
lines was a small stone building 
that had been partially destroyed 
by shell fire. On an _ inspection 
trip with Gen. Wardrop, the Prince 
had turned into this partial shel- 
ter in order to use his field glasses 
unobserved. 

a . * 

PPARENTLY the enemy ob- 
Aeerves had spotted the little 

group of staff officers when 
they had ducked into the building. 
At once they began dropping shells 
on and around the old house. When 
the first one burst Gen. Wardrop 
shouted for the Prince to flatten 
himself on the floor. The Prince 
did not move quickly enough to 
suit the General. A_ third or 
fourth shell burst just as _ the 
General threw himself at the 
Prince and bearing him to the 
floor lay squarely upon him until 
the shelling ceased. 

A week or two after his ex- 
perience in the shell-torn cottage 
the Prince and a companion offi- 
cer, while making their way to an 
observation post on a hill, crossed 
a field under artillery fire. The 
high officers at the post were spec- 
ulating on the danger the Prince 
was risking, when a heavy shell 
burst on the hillside and for the 
moment the Prince was out of 
sight. 

“Great God! It’s got him!” a 
Colonel shouted. 

But a few moments later, when 
the smoke and muck had settled 
down, the Prince could be seen 
“legging it” for a recently cap- 
tured German machine-gun pill 
box. 

In the spring of 1916 the 
Prince was sent off to Egypt and 
Sudan on a double mission. Os- 
tensibly he was to make a report 
on the defenses of the Suez Canal, 
but of even more importance he 
was to bring his.cheery smile and 
encouraging word to the Anzacs 
and Diggers, the Australian and 
New Zealand troops, who had re- 
cently been withdrawn from the 
ghastly failure of Gallipoli. 

No one could have passed 
through these tragic, yet in many 
ways magnificent, war years with- 
out coming out pretty much a 
fatalist. The Prince unquestion- 
ably became one. Lone shells, in- 
explainable bursts of machine-gun 
fire, even single rifle shots, had 
a@ way or searching out some one 
man—a shell that “had his num- 
ber on it.” 

In 1917 on the Somme a Colonel 
whose battalion was taking over a 
particularly hot sector strode into 
a brigade headquarters. A young 
Captain jumped to his feet and sa- 
luted. The Colonel demanded to 
know the why and wherefore of 
this particular stretch of front. 

“Sorry, sir, but I’ve only joined 
the brigade and I know very little 
about it,” the junior officer an- 


swered. 


The Colonel fairly barked his in- 
dignation. “Do you know to whom 
you're speaking? I’m Colonel —— 
I've got to have this information at 
once. Where’s your General?” 

“He’s just gone out with 
Brigade Major, sir.” 

The Colonel became sarcastic. 
“And did they leave you all alone 
here to run this brigade?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Well, no wonder this bloody war 
has lasted three years.” Swearing 
and cursing, the Colonel stomped 
out of the headquarters to his car. 

His chauffeur waited until he 
was some miles away before he 
told the Colonel that it was the 
Prince of Wales to whom he had 
been talking.

attention elsewhere. Minds have 
that characteristic and act upon it 
always. Attacked by words that 
have no more force they close down 
and open in another direction, far 
away from the din of sound 

In all nature there are pauses to 
allow relief. The night follows the 
activity of the day; fall and winter 
are the pauses of growing time; 
silence is the pause that offers re 
lief to all who are weary. Silence 
is healing. It brings rest, restores 
power and creates spiritual energy, 
Silence ought to break speech, kt 
should always follow speech to ab 
low time for the listening mind to 
take in the ideas and examine them. 
Too much talk leaves no room for 
the perfect work that silence stands 
waiting to perform. 

Listen attentively to the talk that 
goes on about you. Consider how 
much of it is unnecessary. Watch 
the next time you find yourself in 
a group, or in a classroom, or walk- 
ing along the streets, and see how 
little attention the listeners are pay- 
ing to those who are talking. Much 
of the talking that goes on is auto 
matic and without force. The en 
ergy that is consumed is enormous. 

Teachers ought to be concemed 
about this overtalking. They shoud 
try to reduce the number of thelr 
words to the powerful essential 
ones. Waste no time at the star 
of the lesson by telling the clas 
what the lesson is about, telling 
them there is to be no nonsenss, 
that nobody is going to stand for it, 
and the like. 

Start to work the moment you 
hear the signal. If the lesson was 
well set the day before, and it should 
have been, the class knows what 
it is about, they are ready for it 
Say nothing about order. Assume 
that there is no disorder possible. 
Make work the important thing, 
sacred against interruption, against 
useless talk. 

Everybody concerned with chil 
dren can well afford to cut down 
the talking and increase the under 
standing pauses, the valuable & 
lences of their intercourse.

fast at 9 o'clock. At 11 I was at 
the Cathedral for services held in 
memory of Knig George of En- 
gland.

I talked this afternoon for an 
hour with a group of 33 supervis- 
ors of worker’s education in vari- 
ous states.

It has always seemed to me that 
this particular phase of education 
is important, especially at this time, 
when so many people seem to be 
beset by fears of Socialism and 
Communism.

Only through understanding can 
they be expected to look at ques- 
tions in a comprehensive way.

N SPEAKING of the fundamen- 

tal requirements of a natural 

diet, we have emphasized the 
tissue-replacing qualities and the 
energy-furnishing qualities, but 
there are some other things that 
a diet must do which lie outside 
the oe of these fundamental re- 
quirements. One 
is that it must 
furnish bulk, or 
roughage. 

A concentrated 
diet, or a diet in 
which all the 
food elements are 
in such simple 
forms as they are 
jn milk, would 
leave in the in- 
testines  sub- 
stances which fer- 
ment and possi- 
bly intoxicate the 
body.

But good health and well 
being do depend upon a regular 
evacuation of the intestinal con- 
tents, and this is best accomplished 
by those parts of foods which are 
not broken down in the process of 
digestion and are not absorbed. 
They act as a foreign body in the 
intestinal tube and stimulate its 
muscles to rhythmic movements, 
which result in evacuation. 
Roughage in Diet. 

The principal form in which this 
bulk or roughage occurs in the food 
is in the fiber, or cellulose, of vege- 
tables and fruits. It is for this rea- 
son that these substances form 
such a desirable part and such a 
large part of the average dietary. 

It is quite easy for anybody to 
estimate the percentage of bulk in 
his. foods. Anybody can see that 
milk or candy contains none of it 
and that an apple, or cabbage, or 
sauerkraut contain good quantities. 
Celery, radishes and carrots, as _ is 
evident by. the way they feel against 
the teeth, contain a large amount 
of indigestible substance. When I 
say “indigestible,” this is the oppo- 
site of meaning that they cause in- 
digestion. Although these are the 
elements which frequently aggra- 
vate a case of acid dyspepsia.
